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RELIGIOUS

RESBYTERIAN misalon presses
are deseribed In “The Assembly
Herald" as being in operation
at  Delrut, Hyria; Bhanghal,
China: the City of Mexloo;

BangMok, Slam; Lao= and Urumiab,
Persla, The Belrut press was oestab-
lighed In 1822 at Malta, to print works
in. Italinn, modern  Greek, Anneno-
Turkish, Arable, and other Rastern
langunges. In 1832 to 1834 the Arablc
part of the work wns removed to
Belrut, nnd the whole cancern wag per-
manently established there not many
yearse dlterward. The esatablishment
has now a working foree of 62 men and
womnn, all 8yrlang, with four steam
pregses In operation, the two largest
printing the Bible exclusively. All
works have to be carefully edited, for
they are subjected to n stric censor-
ship, and nothing abjectionable to any
refiglon 1y allowed, Besides the scrip-
tures all kinds of text<books for use In
the Presbyterlan and other migsion
schoolg in Byria, Palestine and North
Afrlea are published.

But “the brightest feature of the
work toduy Is the great demand for
Scriptureg and for rellglous books of
all kinds, The field for distribution
of Arable llterature, and especlally that
of i religlous character, seems to be
widening more and more.” The foun-
datlon of the press at Shanghnl was
ladd at the very beginning of Preshy-
terfan misgion work In China In 1844,
The estnblishment has a staff of L7
persons, 138 of whom ave Chinese, 8 de-
partments of work, and fully equipped
shops, -

It has furnlghed fonts of type to the
misglons In Koren, Pekin and Foochow,
and all parts of China, and for the
German Imperial Printing house (n
Berlin; and Bibleg, books of gental In-
Tormation, Chinege and Japanesge dle-
tionarles, educational, medical and
sclentific books, pamphlets and periodl-
vals pour out from, the press in both
Chinese and English.” A weekly re-
ligious newspaper In Chinese has just
been begun, with the Rev, 8. 1. Wood-
bridge, of the Southern Presbyterian
misslon, as editor, It I1s to be sub-
sldized by the different Presbyterian
missions, with the hope that in time it
may become  sgelf-supporting. It is
shortly to be housed In capacious new
bulldings, The printing establishment
in the City of Mexico began with the
starting of the monthly, now semi-
monthly, periodical, "El Faro,” In
1885,

From it Is Issued a varled literature
of Sunday school helps, tracts, re-
ligious books, sermong, books of stors
es, Dr. Hodge's “Commentary of the
Confession of Falth.” and 70 or 80
nave a good clreulution in Mexico and
works ‘In Spanigsh, These publicatlions
all Latin  and  America. Printing
presses were #et up in Bangkok, Siam,
by the Congregational misslon as early
ns 1836, The Preshyterlan mission
came [n in 1847, and started a small
press in 1866, For forly years all tracta
und Scriptures were distributed grat-
uittously., Then (he Seriptures, and
alterward wacts, were sold for a nom-
inal price. For*about ten years the
establishment has been working on the
lines of self-support, and for eight
years how recelved no asslstance ex-
cept the buyment of the misslonary's
salary.

The strictly missionary publications
average about 1.nnn.m)g pages o year,
nnd the sales are limited almost ex-
clugively to ltinerating and evangells-
tie efforts, At the Laos press 2,460,000
pages were printed lasgt year, In 60
Jobs for the general publie, The print-
Ing for the mission includes Seriptures,
religious and didatic works, veports,
manuals, ete: A very large proportion
of the work has been for the Siamese
government, with whose officers very
pleasant relations are malntained.

At Uruminh, according toe Dr, Ben-
Jamin Labaree apuart from the Serip-
tures, commentaries, and text-books
for the schools, there has grown up in
connection with the press a goodly ll-
brary of evangelistic literature, in
which' the names of such writers as
Bunyan, Baxter, Doddridge, Spurgeon,
and Andrew Murray are consplcuous.
It was found by a recent inguiry that
“"The Balnt's Rest," “"The Pllgrim's
Progress,' nnd "The Sacred Geography
and History” were the favorite books
among tho rveaders. The Sunday school
helps “are eagerly bought up,” and the
monthly +tnewszpaper, “The Rays of
Light,” is read with avidity."

LOVING AND OBEYING GOD.
Duet, xxx:11-20,

INTRODUCTION.—Luast weck our les.
s pertained to the method of religious
Instruction  (Deuteronomy, xvill,  9-20),
wihilch God appointed for Israel, as made
kunown by Moses, Today we study an-
other sectlon of that same address in
wlhilch Moses set before the people the
duty af loyalty to God and the conse-
quences of their obedience and disobedl-
enee, ‘I'he pussage s near the close oY
the addvess, It Is (180 with the tender
solicitude of the great leader, who at
the advianced age of &lx score years
(Deuteronomy, xxxi, 2), wlfter forty years
of vesponsible pulille offce, was requlred
to trangfer his trust to younger hands,
IT, at any time one would deul honestly
with those who looked to him for guld-
iwnee this wag surely one of the times,
We may almost hear the throbbing of
the great heart ns we study the words
which were appropriste, not for that
ocenslon only, but for all the after years
of lsruel,

HIDDEN = (Verse 11.)=Mosca turns the
people back to the commandment of God
spoken by him. He would not have them
regulivte thelry conduet by superstitions
or traditions, much less by arts and de-
vices practiced In the heathen world, but
by the express utterances of the Al
mighty those words of wisdom and truth
which had been delivered unte them.
This enforeemont of the law of God ay
the rule of fwith and practice, made ot
such a time, when people were In great
lgnorance, showed that it was by an
cducationnl  process  only  that  leracl
would be advanced, To commend this to
them Moses callen attentfon to the faet
thut the commund was not hidden, not
obscure and ambiguous, but pluin—u fact
of very great Importinee, No one neod
be ignorant of what was required. There
could he no just pleading on that scors
to be excuped from obedionce. All had
been set forth in such unmistakenble
terme as to be understood by the ordin-
ury Intelligence,

REMOFE. —(Versen 12
entlre heathen world a: that time con-
ducted all religlous matters upon the
suppogltlon  that they were mysteries,
thut fnformation concerning them wus
not anly hidden, but that if obtained nt
all it must be brought from w great dis-
tiinee, That was the seeret of the witche
evart, the avgurles and the incantutions
(Deuteronomy! svill, 10-11) that were so
Benevally practieed. What was needed in
the shupe of knowledge was In heaven
and some method must be devised to
bring it down, or it was In some remote
land, peopled by strange belngs with
whom vommunication might boe  estal-
Hehed, but with great dificuliy. The ve-
sult was that all mupner of Impositions
were Introduced and the people wele
slavishly led by those In authorlty or loft
In groat uncertalnty and doubt. Moses
declired that this was nol trie with Is-
rawl. The communds of God were not fuy
away, und therefors beyond rveach hy
wny one who might deshre to know
them.

NEHAR = (Veyso M )—How near was this
word of God which the people were re-
quired to obey! It was In part on the
tables of stone which were lald up in the
ark, and kopi inithe holy of holies of the
tabornacle. (Exodus, xxv, 14) A copy
of that was In the hinds of the rulers pf
the people, ut least with the successor of
Moses (Joahus, |, 8, pusuant to in-
structions given In this address (Deuter-
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onomy, xvil, 18) and sl & third copy

wis with the prisste and Levitéa, (Dei-
teronomy, xxxl, D) Here were three
conourrent authorities—~the original, pro-
duced by the hnnd of God (Fxodus, xxx!,
18), and two by the hands of men, ons n
governmentnl and the other In ecoloel-
asticrl Reoping, Burely, that was enough
to meet the populnr needs, But, addea
to this, Momes anve the word was In the
mouth and In the heart of the people.
Two Interpretations have been given to
this languinge. Bome suppose it vefers to
the custom of committing to memory by
ofnl repetition (Deuteronotmy, v, 6), ns
wis requited by o permuanent Mosale
glatute, Others think that the essentinl
prinelples of the law were In the heart
(Homans, x, §) as sclf-evident.

CHOOBING. =(Verrea 15 and 10)=Up to
this point Mosos had enlled Israol to n
keoping of the Inw delivered to them.
Now he turng to show them the alterna-
tive nnd the conesguence and appenls of
their free will. He has set before them a
cholee hetween good and evil, between
Ire nnd death, (Deuteronomy, xi 2.0
Hae would have them enter Into the sers
viee of dod, not as slaven, but volun-
tarlly nnd gladly, as those who consid-
ered that thelr welfare would be promot-
ed thereby. The blessing of God, the one
condition of prosperity In the land of
Canaan, depended  upon  the  falthtul
keeplng of the covenant. Thut had been
s0 stated on previous oecnslons, (Deu-
teronomy, v, 20 The repetition here
wis timely, one of the lnst words spoken
by the man who had led these millions
of Isvael through all thely wianderings
from the house of bondage, The princl-
ple must not be forgotten—nbeolute, lov-
Ing, constunt obedlence to God easentlal
to worldly suceess. (Pealms, xxsvil, &

WARNING. —(Verses 157 and 18,)=Thera
Is n disposition In some minds to con-
slder only the gentle words of promised
good. But, Moses, ax n falthful servant
of God, falled not to show the people
what would be the conacquences of dfs-
obedience, In ease they neglected God's
word and turned to other gods, the poen-
ple should perlsh. That meant that thelr
national government should be over-
thrown, whnt actually occurred seven or
elght hundred years nfter when Assyrin
first and Babylon afterward invaded the
land. This also had heen asserted in
this same naddress, (Deuteronomy, xlil,
10.) This enrnest warning did not rest
upon the ability to foresce evenlis, but
upon the knowledge of the condltions of
natlonnl security coupled with the elenr
convietlon that Jehovah would withdraw
his protecting eare from the chosen peo-
ple if they turned away from him, Here
wis o high grade of statesmanship as
well as a noble style of prophecy. 1t was
the applleation of a religlons truth or
doectrine to political affairs, the very In
ner substance of a theocrntle system of
government.

WITNESSING.—(Verse 10)=The cer-
tninty and righteousness of Important
nets, especially ns they concern large
numbers of the people In thelr futire in-
tereste, need to be attested. This may
be done In various ways which cannot
be mentloned here. In this instance
Moses announced In a most solemn and
Impresszive manner that hig dealings with
the Israelltes had been In all falthfulness
and in proof of this he ealled heaven and
earth to witness. The nppeal wos after-
witrd made In similar form. (Deuteron-
omy, xxxl, 3), He felt that the omnis-
clent God, who knows all (hings, recog-
nized and approved his course, that he
dire submit all his actlons to the seru-
tiny of Him who had called him to this
sorvice. (Exodus, 111, 10, He also sub-
mitted his conduct as Samuel did after-
ward (I S8amuel, xil, 31, to the approval
of those for whem and among whom he
had labored, challenging critielsm, will-
Ing to ablde the declslon that might he
glven, not fearing the verdiet,

DESIRING —(Verse  20)—0ur  lesson
closes with a dlsclesure of the seciet
wighes of Moses' heart, what he anxlous-
Iy desived for the nation whose leader
and Iaw-giver he had been. That desire
Is under two great heads; Plrst, that 1s-
rael might love and obey God nnd cleave
unto Him. That covered the fnner and
outer life, the essentiale of Judaism
(Deuteronomy, xii, 10), as previouzly an-
nounced, and as expliined and tanght by
Jesus, (Matthew, xxil, 40.) Experiment-
al and practienl veligion was the same
under hoth covenants—a love resulting in
ond, that the people might become por-
manent dwellers In the land which the
Lord had promised to Abraham and his
posterity, thereby fulfilling the purpose
of the Almighty In the covenant made
when he ealled the patelurch to leave his
country  and  settle in another  land,
(Genesls, xil, 1.) These two desives could
not be separated. Nelther could be real-
fzed  without the other. Upon the re-
liglous condition hung national destiny.

REFLECTIONS —We learn In this les.
son: 1 That . man who has o great
mission may become abmorbed fn His In-
terests to such extent that nt the close
of life he desives to project his tnHuence
into the future years, "the ruling passion
strong In death.” 2 That the basis of all
right lving I8 the word of CGod. present
with all Hig people, plain to thelr under-
standing, graven on their very henrts,
not subject to the Interpretations made
by a favored class. 8. That all conform-
ity to the law of God, to he accentable,
must be intelligent, according to one's
own understanding of that luw, not re-
sponding to the requirements of officials
In the church suve as these are in hare
mony with that law. 4. That all conduct
Is righteous only ns It 18 prompted by
love to God and sincere desire to do His
will, to be loyal to Him under a covenant
of righteousness and mercy. 5 That
righteousness. loving conformity to the
law of God, is the secret of happy and
successful Hving In this world, while non-
conformity brings untold dignster to in-
dividuals and natlons. (Proverbs. xiv, 84.)

While the “natural cook,’ lke tha
poet, 1& “born, not made,” any ona
with common sense and an f{nolina-
tion to use i, cian Achleve suceess,
Not In a single bound, however,
There s an A, B, ¢, D In cooking;
am In every other art, but the rudl-
ments mastered, the “frills'" will fol-
low.

The born cooks seems to toll by In«
tultion when to put In and when to
withihold, Bhe knows the proper come-
bination of fAavors, and the golden
moment which marks just the differ-
onee  between underdone, perfect or
overdone, The “mode cook,” and
that deseribes the large majority of
us, must go by “rale of thumb,'' uns
til experlencs mnkes porfect. Hore,
for Instance, la a “table’ that ahould
be memorizged or else written out wned
hung up In the Kitchen for easy ref-
erenee:

Four even teaspoonfuls Hauld
makes one even tablegpoonful,

Three even teaspoonfuls dry mate-

Yet since
the advenl of the trader with his
spirit of commerclalism, the art has
deterlovated and Is in donger of be-
Ing lost. These rugs were [ormerly
made of the pure natlve wool, like
the best PPerslan and Turkish, The
coloring wans  vegetable, Inborlously
githerod from roots, barks and herbs
on mountain and desert. There was
no fade (o I, Every stitch was knot-
tedd by hand and beaten down so
closely thnt the fabrle would hold
witter. The deslgns were taken from
gliy and cloud, the forked lightning,
the mavkings on snake and lizard,
or the oldest of mythologieal sym-
bhols, including even the Swastica,
supposed, untll recently, to belong to
Indin alone,

Back on the Vessel.

From the Honoluly Commercinl Advoer-

Ugier

Captaln John Hodson, a nlght e
apecior in the Honolulu customs forve,
his apparently led a charmed e,
When & boy of sixteen years he left
his home in Norway, throwing awoay
his chances of following In hig father's
foolsteps as an ofMicer In the Nor-
wegian wrmy for a lite on the sea,
Bince that time he has salled all over
the watery globe, and only o few
years ago quit the sea after having
heen In many disusters. He was ship-
wrecked in the South Sea Islands, and
only by a miracle escaped with his
life, but the most remarkable experi=
ence he had was while captain of a

fchooner irading between the sound
amnd California ports.

On one occaslon he took a cargo of
lumber from the sound to San Pedro.
Before leaving the sound the ship's
varpenter made some repalrs to the
hull of the vesszel, and during his work
the ehips from a plece of timber he
was hewing fell into the hull of the
vessel between  the lumber and ilg
sides, Shortly after leaving ports the
versgel encountered a heavy gale, and
the ship commenced to  leak. Thea
vchooner's pumps were sinrted, but the
chips which the carpenter had dropped
into her huld clogged them up. The
captain put his vessel right before the
wind and ordered hig men to take out
the pump and elear out the chips.
While this was being done he stooid
with the man ut the wheel to see thut
the schooner wug kopt right ahead of
the wind, Waves of enormous helght
were chasing the schooner, and one of
these  washed over the vessel from
stern to bow, throwing the man at the
wheel flat an his fuce and tossing Lhe
captain overboard, )

Ad Coptaln Hodson was swept over
the side Into the foaming water the
ropes holding @ boom broke, and It
dropped  to othe deck with one end
hnging out over the side of the
schooner, A broken rope dangling
from this hit the captain on the head,
and with the wild energy of a drown-
ing man he caught hgld of it.
